HK. SECRETARY BLAINE. 
There are a great many Republicans 
who believe the nomination of Judge 
Robertson bears the ear marks of Secre­ 
tary Blaine, and that Hic judge was not 
the personal choice of President Garfield 
Whether this belief is well-founded is 
not known to a certainty, but even among 
the friends of the administration there is 
a mistrust that Mr. Blaine had a finger 
in the pie, and that the collectorship 
would not have thrown the country iii 
wild excitement aud up-set things gener­ 
ally, had it not been for the Secretary of 
State. So far there is no positive proof 
that Mr. Blaino is tin* author of all Hic 
rn inch iefjil though it is getting to bt* under­ 
stood that he acted the President in the 
matter of Judge Robertson’n appoint­ 
ment. 
After tho row fairly got under way in 
Washington and the indications were 
that there would bo a general w ar be­ 
tween the administration and the Con- 
kliuites, a party of Senators went to the 
White House to urge the President to 
withdraw Robertson’s name. The basis 
of compromise was hardly what the Pres. 
ident considered fair, but in order to se­

matter, the report says he was almost 
persuaded it was his duty to meet Mr# 
Coukling half way, aud gave the Sena­ 
tors hope that he would put an end to 
tho controversy by withdrawing the name 
of Judge Robertson. But shortly after 
that the President saw Mr. Blaine, aud 
the matter was discussed when the for­ 
mer was given to understand that if the 
nomination of Robertson was withdrawn 
the latter would resign. Here was an­ 
other snag equally as bad as the first To 
clear both of them was impossible. The 
President could not serve tw o masters 
and 
come out whole. He could not

when

was going in opposite directions. Ile 
could not oil both of them down to any 
special advantage, and turn whichever 
way he might he would strike the snag 
he wished to escape. Finally, it Is strong­ 
ly surmised, Blaine acted as President, 
so far as Judge Robertson’s nomination 
was concerned, and the name was not 
withdrawn 
There is a deep-seated aud bitter feel­ 
ing existing between James G. Blaine 
and Roscoe Coukling. It is a hard task 
for both of them to remain in tile same 
political party. There is no doubt Blaine 
wanted to humiliate Coukling; and the 
latter was stung to the quick by the ap­ 
pointment of Blaine to the chief seat 
among the cabinet ministers. Both have 
grievances, and both are reckless in ap­ 
plying the means to defeat each other. 
In this case, if the Conk ling men were 
willing to adopt a fair compromise, the 
President should not have been illadvised 
by the Secretary of State. Mr. Blaine is 
a very excellent man in many respects. 
He is a man of large brain, a man of 
boundless courage, a brilliant orator, and

can 
get nearer the heart of the people than 
Mr. Colliding can because he is less aria* 
tocratic in his make-up aud appearance, 
but he is more apt to misrepresent the 
interest of the people than the Senator 
from New York. Like Mr. Coukling, he 
feels his position, wealth, intluence, and 
brilliancy, and wants to figure in the 
role of a boss. Moved by such ambition

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The Misfortunes of Chio. 


The Island of Chio (or Scio) is a land 
of sorrows and acquainted with grief. 
Every age in history’ has brought upon 
its inhabitants some terrible affliction. 
Nearly MO years before the beginning 
of the Christian era the Persians mas­ 
sacred its Greek population to punish 
them for joining in that Ionian insur­ 
rection which leu, a few years later, to 
the invasion of Greece by the hosts of 
Darius. 
More than a hundred years 
later the Chiaus were compelled, in the 
Social War, to shed some of their best 
blood to break away from the Athenian 
confederacy and establish their auton­ 
omy’. 
In the next 900 years tho island 
underwent the vicissitudes of Mace­ 
donian, Roman 
and Byzatine rule. 
Then, in the thirteenth century, came 
the Turk with fire and sword, and its 
inhabitants were once more butchered. 
During the years of Italian nile in the 
East, Chio several times changed own­ 
ers, but reverted at length to its brutal 
conquerors, the Ottomans. 
In 1822 the 
Chians joined in the general revolt of 
tho 
Hellenes against their Turkish 
masters. Their desperate valor and 
isolated position made them a conspic­ 
uous mark for the exemplary vengeance 
of their cruel enemy. 
Rara Ali did the 
wrork. 
In seven bloody days he slaugh­ 
tered, with such atrocities as only a 
Turk can invent, mine than 50,(H)0men. 
women and children; the remaining 
60,000 of the population were sent into 
slavery in Asia Minor and at St am boul. 
The present inhabitants of Chio are 
nearly all Moslems. 
The ancient curse 
had apparently worked itself out; at 
least tnere was no human hand to as­ 
sume the duty of its execution against 
the Chians of to-day. 
But the powers 
of nature, the most awful and destruc­ 
tive of them all, tho earthquake, takes 
up the work, and the city and islam 
again count their slain and maimed by 
thousands. The Greeks of to-day w’ili 
whisper to themselves that the impla­ 
cable Fates their pagan ancestors so 
implicity believed m may be still i 
living, acting force. 
The dark god 
dosses have smitten the people of the 
Sultan at a moment when ne is puffed 
up with the pride of his triumph over 
the Giaours who have consented to take 
away from him far less territory than they 
at first demanded. 
Tho soft Mayskies 
that looked down upon the horrid deeds 
of Rara Ali fifty-nine years ago have 
not forgotten tho scene, and the blood 
of the victims has not cried in vain 
from the blooming fields. 
Chio 
is part of 
the well-known 
“earthquake territory” which extends 
over most of tho islands of the Aegean 
and for a considerable distance oa the 
adjoining mainland of Asia Minor. No­ 
body fully understands earthquakes, 
but it is 
certain 
that some parts 
of 
the earth’s 
surface 
are much 
more liable to these disturbances than 
others. The whole Mediterranean belt, 
from Asia Minor to the Atlantic, the 
West Indies, South America, particu­ 
larly the w est coast, and California, are 
subject to this unpleasant infirmity, 
while the I 'nited States, exclusive of 
California, the British Isles, and all the 
northerly portion of the Continent of 
Europe enjoy comparative immunity 
from it. It would be impossible to con­ 
struct an island less fitted to withstand 
the wear and tear of earthquake shocks 
than Chia 
The verse which commem­ 
orates its claim to be the birthplace of 
Homer well describes it as “ Scio’s 
rocky isle.” In its western part it 


common habit of blooa-ioiuug, <t» i* 
was called. 
I suppose that in the last 
century it was even more common 
than it was at the time we speak of, so 
that if a person fell down in the street 
from exhaustion he was sure to be 
bled.

Not only was the lancet used in this 
way, but cupping and the application 
of leeches w ere continually resorted to 
in cases of inflammation, which it was 
supposed impossible otherwise to sub­ 
due. 
It is no wonder if tho doctors 
prescribed such treatment that the pub­ 
lic believed in its utility. 
It was no 
uncommon thing to be told by persons 
that they found it conducive to their 
health to he bled periodically, and that 
such treatment wras 
necessary 
for 
them. 
I remember a neighbor in Mar­ 
ket street, a thin, del ieatedooking man, 
who used to believe in the necessity of 
periodical blood-letting, and who, if I 
asked him how he was, would some­ 
times reply that he had not been bled 
lately and did not feel very well. 
He 
would accordingly be bled. 
No won­ 
der that he died in the prime of life.—

From the main land it is 
seen across a strait not more than five 
miles wide as a matchless gem set in 
the waters of the Aegean, for its east­ 
ern shores arc as charming as its west­ 
ern are grim and desolate. 
The plains 
and valleys that lie back of the city of 
Chio are clothed in pcrjtetual verdure, 
not by the favor of Jupiter liuvius, for 
rains are irregular and sometimes pain­ 
fully scanty, but by an admirable sys­ 
tem of irrigation. 
But life in Chio is 
not laborious, and its figs and wines are 
fine enough to compensate for some de­ 
gree of toil, though the quality of its 
vintage has deteriorated since the days 
when v iigil sang its praises. Just now 
the poor Moslems who have taken to 
their boats in affright are doubtless be­ 
wailing that pitiless Kismet has driven 
them out of the Fortunate Isle, for their 
life there has been one of almost un­ 
mixed enjoym ent—S. Y. Times.

Speaking gen­ 
erally, the practice used to be to pull 
down the system; now it is to build it 
up by a freer use of quinine and other 
tonics.

All who frequent the seashore are fa­ 
miliar with the fiery appearance of the 
sea at certain times. 
Innumerable ani­ 
mals are contributing their vital forces 
to create the display, and iii the warmer 
climes the water seems a mass of living 
llame. 
Every inch of its surface is 
alive with minute jelly-like creatures 
that, according to some writers, pos­ 
sess a peculiar secretion in glands for 
this purpose, and in proof of this sev­ 
eral of these animals were placed in 
clear water, in a glass, which instantly 
became phosphorescent, the light-giv­ 
ing medium thrown out from the ani­ 
mals permeating the water in every di­ 
rection. 
Larger jelly fish often show 
this phenomenon. When at great depths 
they appear like great moons rising and 
falling. One of these creatures was ob­ 
served off Nantucket, of gigantic size. 
The finder was sculling his boat along 
in deep water after nightfall, and saw 
what appeared to bo the reflection of 
the moon, although tho moon was not 
up. 
Drawing nearer, the seeming re­ 
flection assumed the shape of an im­ 
mense ball of light, while extending 
from it, as far as the man could see, in­ 
numerable filaments and streams of 
Haines issued. 
With great undulations 
the ball moved, dragging its fiery tail 
like a veritable comet, and, reaching 
the surface, showed itself a gigantic 
medusa, tho Cyuea. 
It was more than 
six feet across, and, judging from tho 
length of tho boat, the man estimated 
tho length of the tentacles at more than 
one hundred and fifty feet 
Mrs. Agas­ 
siz describes one even larger that she 
observed off the rocks at Nahant, a fa­ 
mous place for displays of marine phos­ 
phorescence. 
The waves beat against 
the rocks on summer nights, splashing 
into the caverns and leaving them drip­ 
ping with dazzling, scintillating drops 
of fin*. 
As tho rollers come in, their 
tips seem to ignite spontaneously. Now 
running along tho crest, the light deep­ 
ens, growing as the wave comes on, 
and finally seems to burst its watery 
bands, hurling itself on the shore in a 
shining mass of molten silver. 
One of the most remarkable instances 
of phosphorescent light appearing on 
living creatures is found among the 
herons. 
Among the keys and the ex­ 
treme end of Florida these birds are 
found in countless numbers. 
Mullet 
fishermen and sportsmen have often 
noticed peculiar dim lights standing 
motionless over the water among the 
mangrove thickets. 
They were discov­ 
ered, however, to depend on the pres­ 
ence of tho birds. 
When they were 
approached in the dark, the flapping of 
wings as a crane Hew away would bo 
the last of the lights. 
Tho writer has 
examined many of the birds, especially 
tho Ardca Hcroilias, or great heron, and 
found on the breast a spot about as 
large as the open palm, where the 
feathers are covered with a thick, yel­ 
low powder, that is easily shaken off,

But his tone is as mel­ 
low as the low notes of a flute, and he 
introduces trills and florid passages of 
which a prima donna might be proud. 
These birds abound in Hessen and 
Saxony, where they are taught by tail­ 
ors, shoemakers and weavers, whose 
occupations keep them indoors. 
The 
teaching begins from the time they are 
strong enough to be taken from the 
nest. 
The tune they arc to learn is 
whistled to them several times a day, 
particularly in tho morning and even­ 
ing. Whistling is preferred, as instru­ 
ments are too shrill. 
They should al­ 
ways hear the tune in the same key, 
and no other tune should be played or 
whistled in thoir hearing as long as they 
are learning. Tho time in winch they 
master a melody varies from four to 
six months. 
They will almost at all 
times pipe their tune at the command 
(a nod or a word) of the person who 
feeds them, and only for him, so it is 
important that they should always be 
fed by the same person. 
When piping 
they move their head, and sometimes 
sway the body to and fro and spread out 
the tail like a fan. 
Buyers visit the houses of tailors, 
shoemakers and weavers in little (her­ 
man towns and try and make bargains 
with these people. 
A buyer will some­ 
times find a bird early iii the morning, 
and its owner may know of another, lie 
takes him to his friend, aud he again 
may accompany him to another friend. 
By night he will have ten birds and ten 
men following him. 
Then they adjourn 
to a little tavern and have a whistling 
match. 
One tailor in Hessen has taught 
more than fifty birds to whistle “ Pretty 
Polly,” and now people don’t care for 
birds that whistle this tune. 
Some­ 
times a bird will not pipe for the buyer. 
Then the owner puts nim in a dark cage 
and rubs two flints together, which pro­ 
duce a peculiar musical sound.

They do not breed in captivity.

Last week Mr. II. C. Cheesebrough, 
whoso home is in Iowa, arrived in this 
city, and amoug other bits of business 
which ho had on hand, was the securing 
of specimen eggs of the different kinds 
of Wisconsin birds, to make complete a 
collection for the Syracuse University, 
New York. He was here last year and 
bought several collections of eggs, which 
different boys had gathered, aud there

aud succeeded in buying these, and has 
been trying to secure one or two kinds, 
which he has not yet obtained. Ile only 
wanted one of a kind, but the fact that 
he was after birds’ eggs seems to have 
started a perfect mania amoug tho boys 
to get eggs. They have heard that he 
has bought some, and without consider­ 
ing the fact that he wauts no more, they 
have been raiding in all directions and 
capturing all kinds of eggs. The sports­ 
men and others interested, have tried to 
deter the boys from destroying more 
nests, but with little effect. 
Yesterday afternoon a complaint was 
entered against Mr. Cheesebrough for 
destroying the eggs of insect-devour­ 
ing 
birds. 
This 
morning 
that 
gentleman appeared in the Police Court, 
with his attorney Ed. F. Carpenter, and 
jury was asked for, but tho district attor­ 
ney after looking over the matter moved 
to dismiss the case. Mr Cheesebrough says 
he has bought only a few old shells of 
the boys, gathered last year with the con­ 
tents blown out long before he saw them, 
and that he has not and does not hire 
boys to rob nests, but is simply gather­ 
ing a collection for the purposes alleve 
stated. 
However innocent MrCheesebrough may 
be, and however laudable bis purpose 
the fact remains that tho boys are mak­ 
ing sad havoc with the birds’ nests, aud 
the practice ought to bo stopped. The 
fact that the boys cannot find any further 
market for these eggs, may tend to stop 
the practice, but if it does not then the 
law with its grip will have to be called 
on to restrain them. With no pros­ 
pect for any egg market, and with tho 
prospect of paying from $1 to $15 and 
costs for each offense, the boys may 
choose the better part and abstain.
